At a special meeting calli'd last 
week to discuss the |>ossibiiities of 
artificial ice for the Vulcan Curl¬ 
ing Club for next season, a good 
attendance showed Up and after 
considerable discussion regarding 
requirements, cost, future develop¬ 
ments, means of finance and ex¬ 
planations from a representative of 
an artificial ice company, a‘vote 
was taken with a 30 to 1 vote in 
favor of progressing with plans to 
have artificial ice installed this 
year.

For ordinary 
spraying purposes, for weeds in 
a-grain crop, 24D and MCP will 
be hard to improve upon and wo 
highly recommend their continued 
use.

To treat cattle for warbles r 
special pump hose and spray gun 
is used, WO pound pressure is 
needed to Knock scabs off warble 
hole and put fluid into warble 
hole and kill warble. The solution 
I Intend to use also kills cattle 
lice and gives your cattle treat¬ 
ment against mange. To treat 
cattle they must be in a small 
strong corral 'so each animal can 
be treated at close range. It should 
be outside*- and away from any 
feed. 

Why treat cattle for warbles, 
lice and mange? 

Nearly all large ranchers and 
dairy men have their cattle treat- 
«"d, because they know it pays. 
Warbles become heel flies and 
they chase cattle to shade, water, 
through fences, etc. Therefore 
they are running off your profit 
when they should be eating to 
make you money. Spraying for 
warbles this year means less 
warbles next year, therefore your

Your cattle should be treated in 
this area as soon after March 15, 
as weather will permit. 

To significantly lower the fly 
population in any given area, all 
of the farmers in the area should 
treat for warbles. This is 
absolutely necessary because un-. 
treated cattle re-inlect treated 
cattle. Heel flies do not travel far 
in their life time but your neigh¬ 
bors cattle may re-infect your 
cattle if they pasture near yours. 

Phone 339, Vulcan, and make ar¬ 
rangements to have your cattle 
treated for warbles, lice and 
mange. Contact your neighbors 
and see if they want their cattle 
treated the same day. I would like 
to treat all cattle in one area at 
one time, any help you can give 
will be appreciated.’ I will knock 
2c a head off the cost of doing 
your cattle if you line up one of 
your neighbors and have him have 
his cattle ready to. do right after 
your cattle are done. My charge 
will be 35c per head for 10 head 
or less, if you have over 10 head 
it will be 25c per head for the 
first 20 head and 17c per head for 
all cattle over 20 head, less dis¬ 
count of 2c a head if you line up 
another customer.

We wiil now commmce a series of articles dealing 
with the Welfare Service and the roll it will play in 
the Civil Defence Organization. 

Whenever disaster occurs in a community it in¬ 
volves some form of relief activity for those affected 
in the way of food, clothing and shelter. There are ex¬ 
isting agencies dealing with these problems in our 
every-day lives but when you consider that these pro¬ 
blems could be multiplied ten thousand fold in a 
twinkling of an eye, increased preparedness is re¬ 
quired.

Goodwill Or Promotion ? 

The recent “goodwill tour’’ of members of the 
Lethbridge Chamber of Commerce to Vulcan was a 
bit disappointing in that it turned out to be more of 
a thinly-disguised' “shop-in-Lethbridge” campaign 
than anything else. 

Anticipated by local businessmen to be a true 
goodwill visit based on mutual new acquaintanceship 
and interchange of ideas, it was somewhat of a let¬ 
down to find that the Lethbridge group’s underlying 
motive seemed to be an attempt to persuade residents 
of this town and district to do more shopping in Leth¬ 
bridge. 

We must face the fact that local residents dp visit 
Calgary and Lethbridge on occasion and do shop in 
these centres for goods and services that are not 
in great enough variety in Vulcan. Vulcan has always 
been a “Calgary town,” meaning that most residents 
go to Calgary on these occasions, but having a hard¬ 
surfaced highway all the way south has made it 
easier to go to Lethbridge and that city has been re¬ 
ceiving more business from here than it previously 
did. But, of this type of shopping, 75 per cent is still 
done in Calgary and, due to business connections, the 
great number of ex-Vulcan residents residing there, 
and other reasons, Vulcan will likely always remain a 
“Calgary town.” 

Members of the Lethbridge Chamber of Commerce, 
with their blatant “shop in Lethbridge” theme, did 
little to engender goodwill between their city and Vul¬ 
can, apparently forgetting that their hosts at the 
banquet here were, in large part, business men of Vul¬ 
can who are naturally interested in keeping business 
at home. 

We belive that residents of the,district should do 
as much of their shopping as possible in their own 
home town. The merchants in the smaller centres in 
the County do their best to meet the demand for their 
goods and services. Without the patronage of the resi¬ 
dents of their towns and districts these merchants 
would be unable to carry on business, and without 
these merchants and other businessmen the smaller 
centres would no longer exist. 

Vulcan, bjAdrtue of its size, location and the fact 
that it is the County seat, is able to offer a greater 
variety of stores and services and has become the 
shopping centre of the County. Most goods and ser¬ 
vices that can be purchased in the city can be pur¬ 
chased here and the more business that is done here 
the more the merchants can expand to offer still 
greater variety. 

“Shop at home" is not an outmoded phrase. Per¬ 
sonal service and quick attention to requests or com¬ 
plaints save time and money for the average shopper 
and are best found when you deal with people you 
know — people to whom you are more than just an¬ 
other customer. 

We suggest that any further excursions of the 
Lethbridge Chamber of Commerce to Southern Alberta 
towns be called “promotion trips.” Or, if they are 
still going to be called “goodwill” trips, why not keep 
them at that level?

Spring nr Full Tillage? 

Is there much to choose between 
tillage in the -print; and tillage in 
the fall? Field husbandrymen at 
the Lacombc Experimental Farm, 
while not yet prepared to advise 
one way or the other, are giving 
serioits thought to the matter.

Th“ 
same fjve treatments, followed by 
discing, were also carried out on 
another series in the spring. 

On the basis of one year's re¬ 
sults only, the fall tillage, treat¬ 
ments average l(Vf greater bailey 
yield than spring' tillage. Conclu¬ 
sions cannot be based on one year’s 
results, however, and the trials are 
continuing; but it may be that the 
difference between fall and spring 
tillage is of greater 'significance 
than has been previously supposed. 

A further point of interest is 
mentioned by Mr. Dew. There is 
often a problem with first culti¬ 
vation of heavy stubble as a re¬ 
sult of trash conditions, he says, 
which makes use of the cultivator 
largely impracticable. The plow, 
chisel, one-way and blade, how¬ 
ever, worked well. The land plow¬ 
ed in the fall was not packed but 
left in a lumpy condition over 
winter.. 

The trend of increase from fall 
treatment was evident for each 
type of implement, Mr. Dew ad¬ 
vises. Each yielded slightly more 
than its 'comparative spring treat¬ 
ment. It may be that subsequent 
years vyill tell a different story, 
but however they go the results 
will be of value.

Thoughts Before 
Remodelling 

Sometimes an out-moded, run¬ 
down farm home is bought because 
it is accompanied by good land, 
but an attractive, convenient home 
is what the family wants. Two al¬ 
ternatives for change offer them¬ 
selves — remodelling or building a 
new house. A new house may be 
financially out of the question 
and so remodelling is decided upon. 
This process is however more ex¬ 
pensive than most people realize 
and it may even be above the cost 
ol a new structure. Before plan¬ 
ning to remodel a home you should 
decide whether the present condi¬ 
tion of the building makes this 
move wise, says Miss Carol Sander¬ 
son, Home Designing Specialist, 
Alberta Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. y 

Is the foundation solid or can it 
be easily repaired? Are the walls 
straight or bulged and badly warp¬ 
ed? Are the floors level and 
sturdy? Can the rooms be easily 
re-arranged? Is the cost going to 
be appreciably less than a new 
house; could the exterior finish be 
matched if necessary? Will ' the 
electrical wiring need to be chang¬ 
ed? A wall that is partially or 
wholly knocked out may mean in¬ 
terior wiring has to be taken out. 
This can be costly. 

If there are any doubts about the 
condition of the structure an ex¬ 
perienced builder who can esti¬ 
mate the cost of remodelling 
should be consulted.
